$250,000,000 in Notes and 
Great Reserve 

Wheat Is Sent to Starving 
Europeans 

Sydney, Australia, Jan. 16.—Willi 
only approximately $250,000,000 in 
notes backed by one of the biggest 
reserves In the world, Australia to¬ 
day occupies one of the strongest 
financial positions in the world, ac¬ 
cording to Kir Henry T. Braddon, 
former Commissioner of Australia In 
the United States. 

Addressing a group of students. Sir 
Henry pointed out that the world at 
present is interdependent and that 
If one nation is not prosperous the 
world suffers. He added that it was 
therefore to Australia’s interest for 
Germany and Russia to recover.

(6) The salaries of city depart¬ 
ment heads, who are slated for a 
I twenty per cent, reduction under the 
Lineham scheme, are in most cases 
exactly what they were in 1914 and, 
in three instance^ are much lower 
than before the war. 

(7) No reductions will be made in 
the smaller city' salaries and a vigor¬ 
ous fight will precede any reductions. 

Fight To Open. 

The salary fight will open to-night 
when Alderman Lineham introduces 
a motion, as published in Saturday's 
Times, asking the Council to go into 
committee to consider salary reduc¬ 
tions. 

Alderman Lineham spent the week¬ 
end compiling figures in support of 
his plans and these he will lay be¬ 
fore his colleagues this evening. The 
attitude of the Council is not known 
yet. but it is clear that several mem¬ 
bers will oppose with all tho influ¬ 
ence In their power, the reductions 
contemplated. Alderman Robert 
Dewar is regarded as the probable 
leader of the opposition to th 
ham scheme.

J Toronto. Jan. 16.—Complaints re¬ 
garding Rio manner In which tho

It 
is explained that salaries were cut 
in 1915 from five to fifteen per cent 
and were not raised again until 1918. 
while the salaries of department 
heads were never brought above the 
1914 standard and in three cases wero 
heavily reduced.

SHEEP EXPERIMENT 
MADE IN ONTARIO 


7,000 Animals Being Win¬ 
tered at Fort William 

Fort William, Ont., Jan. 16.—If 
success rewards the experiment of 
R. C. Harvey, a rancher, in wintering 
7,000 sheep here there is a possibility 
that 200,000 will be brought to the 
head of the lakes next Fall to be fat¬ 
tened for the eastern markets. Th*, 
7.000 animals here now are being fed 
on screenings from local elevators, 
and are reported as being healthy 
and sturdy. 

From experiments being carried on 
at the Agricultural Tark, it has been 
found that the sheep eat three pounds 
of screenings per day, making a total 
of ten and a half tons per day con¬ 
sumed by the flock. During the four 
months’ herding here they will con¬ 
sume some 1,260 tons. A flock of 
200,000 sheep upon the same basis of 
figuring would consume 36,000 tons 
in the four months.

Regina. Jsn. 16.—The Provincial 
Historical Museum now contains s 
sample of “Medicine Rock,” the loca¬ 
tion of which has been a secret care¬ 
fully preserved for generations by 
a family of Indians near the Bear 
Mountain in Northeastern Saskatch¬ 
ewan. The famous rock was visited 
during last Summer by the Saskatch¬ 
ewan Government exploration party. 
There are only a few Indians ac¬ 
quainted with the location of it and 
the party respected the hereditary 
rights of the family whose members 
have been the natural custodians of 
the life-giving "Medicine Rock." 

The rock is looked upon by the 
Indians over a wide area as one of 
the great gifts of the "Kltchee Man- 
itou” and they claim the great red 
medicine creates new and pure blood. 
An analysis of the material showed 
that "Medicine Rock" is possibly 
what its name implies, as it is in 
the form of iron which might be of 
value in anaemic conditions. The 
rock shows a narrow ribbon or seam 
of the blood-red material pressed in 
between heavy layers of sfone. Ac¬ 
cording to the Indians, the red sub* 
stance was a vein of blood to nourish 
the rocks whose walls surround It. 
For generations ft has been looked 
upon ns one of the greatest remedies 
for loss of blood or any run down 
condition and the possession of the 
secret of this rock's location has been 
a very famous monoply for the for¬ 
tunate family of Indiana who pass

Jan. 16.—Framed tn give 
the Government of Saskatchewan 
greater Jurisdiction and control over 
the activities of the liquor exporters 
who makQ Saskatchewan their head¬ 
quarters. a bill introduced in the 
Legislature by Premier Martin will 
provide new opportunities for police 
forces to administer the temperance j 
law.

Also they shall be buildings where 
no other goods but liquor are kept 
for sale, and wherein no other busi- 
ness than keeping or selling liquor 
from the Province is carried on.

Montreal, Jan. 16.—A reward of 
310,000 was offered here iaft night by 
Rev. Adelard Dellrme for information 
that will lead to the arrest and con¬ 
viction of th© person or persons who 
murdered his half-brother, Raoul 
Dellrme. a twenty-year-old Ottawa 
student whose body was found with 
six bullet wounds in the head In a 
shack in the north, end of this city 
on the morning of January 7 lost

Duncan—The _ 

King's Daughters, held a commem¬ 
oration service in'St. John’s Hall to 
mark the anniversary of the found¬ 
ing of the order thirty-six years ago. 
About forty ladles attended the meet¬ 
ing. which was opened with the sing¬ 
ing of a hymn, and Scripture read¬ 
ing and prayer by the I^av. A. F. 
Munro, in the absence of the Rev. 
F. L. Stephenson, who was confined 
to his house with a severe cold. 

Mr. Munro then gave an interesting 
address on the origin and meaning 
of the name “King’s Daughters.’’ lie 
Bald this age was making a stupend- 
ous demand upon the courage, sym¬ 
pathy and compassion of all men 
and they must all feel gateful that 
this society was here. 

Miss Deitch, district president, then 
spoke as to the founding of the order, 
which took place thirty-six years ago 
in New York, ten women being the 
^founders. It was a society of Chrls- 
I tian service, undenominational, with 1 
no name at first, but after some t!me| 
the ifeme -King’s Daughters’’ had 
been decided upon by a Mrs. Irving, 
a Schoolmistress. The badge was a 
silver Maltese cross, and the motto 
of the order was: 

"Look up and not down. 

"Look forward and not backward. 

"Look out and not in. 

"Lend a hand.’’ 

The watchword was, "In His 
Name.” 

A year later the organization was 
incorporated under the name of tlie i 
International Order of the King’s ■ 
Daughters and Sons." and it grew so I 
fast that two years afterwards the 
society numbered 70.000 members. 
At first there was no fee. and even 
now a fee was not a condition of 
membership, hut the expenses grew 
and after a while each member was 
asked to pay 10 cents towards print¬ 
ing. advertising, etc. 

The organization was now very old 
in British Columbia, the one in this" 
district probably being the first In 
Canada. It was started in 1887 
thirty-four years ago. by Mrs. F. 
Maitland-Dougali, who was already a 
King's Daughter when she came here, 
having Joined In Georgia It was 
named the "Scattered Circle." and its 
aim was to do real good and be of 
real use to the community. 

In this province there had only 
been three district presidents: Mrs., 
Maitland-Dougall, who died many: 
years ago; Mrs. Shaw, who movedj 
away from British Columbia, and • 
Miss Leitch. who still retained that; 
office and who had been a member 
of the society for about twenty- 
seven years. 

Miss Leitch said she thought per¬ 
haps women were inclined to have 
too little faith and quoted the verae.

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SATURDAY'S ELECTIONS. 

Public opinion’s fickle mood 
did not succeed in influencing 
the electorate of either of the 
three neighboring municipalities 
to any material extent. In 
neither case has the chief magis¬ 
tracy changed hands in spite of 
tho lively'issues at stake in at 
least two cases. In Saanich and 
Oak Bay interest developed at a 
rapid rate during the closing 
days of the campaign; but 
neither Reeve Watson nor Reeve 
Brake appears to have suffered 
in consequence. In both in¬ 
stances important matters of pol¬ 
icy dominated the minds of the 
electors and it is singularly note¬ 
worthy that both incumbents 
were able to justify themselves 
and obtain substantial endorse 
ment. Particularly insistent 
were the critic^ of Reeve Watson 
whose convincing victory is the 
more significant by reason of * 
seemingly well trained opposi¬ 
tion. He and Reeve Drake are 
entitled to warm congratulation 
on thoir victory. Esquimalt pro¬ 
vided nothing particularly Dove! 
either in the form 6f opposing 
policies or new aspirants. Reeve 
Lockley did battle with Mr. Jar- 
dine for the fourth time and for 
the fourth time succeeded in de¬ 
feating him—testimony in itself 
of the fixed opinions of the elec¬ 
tors in the Township. Their con¬ 
gratulation will he generally 
.shared in. In each case there 
.would also appear to be assure 1 
an aldermanic body that will 
continue those progressive pol¬ 
icies that have marked a degree 
of practical advancement of 
which each municipality may be 
prond. 

THE NEW ALLIANCES. 

If Great Britain’s guarantee 
of military support to France is 
considered to be necessary to 
euro the Republic’s attack of 
restlessness and suspicion of in¬ 
security there would appear to 
be no very serious obstacle in the 
way of extending similar accom¬ 
modation to Belgium on the 
ground that geographical con¬ 
venience would automatically in¬ 
volve her as it did in 1914. Ger¬ 
many would never consider any 
quack upon France unless she 
could repeat as much of her for¬ 
mer tactics as might be required 
tfy military science of the future, 
and the subjugation of Belgium 
in the first place would be the 
only alternative to making war 
on both countries at the same 
time. 

The arrangement about to be 
entered into between Great 
Britain and King Albert’s Gov¬ 
ernment will complete a virtual 
alliance between the three coun¬ 
tries that should act as a deter-, 
rent to Germany in the unlikely 
event of another bid for Euro¬ 
pean conquest as a stepping 
stone to world dominion. And it 
can be said without fear of con¬ 
tradiction that if Germany had 
been persuaded that Great Brit¬ 
ain would have resisted her at¬ 
tack upon France and Belgium 
in 1914 a number of events 
which led to the commencement 
of hostilities would have been in¬ 
terpreted by the German Foreign 
Office and Government with a 
great deal less significance. On 
Ihe other hand it is fortunate 
that the new alliances—distaste¬ 
ful as this form of international 
understanding has come to bo 
regarded by the people of the 
world as a whole—have been 
entered into at a time when the 
original menace to European 
peace is no more. It is also fair 
to point out that the Anglo- 
French and Anglo-Belgian pacts 
are obviously defensive and 
quits distinct from the alliance 
which bound the Central Powers 
in the old days. . 

The people of Great Britain 
n»y feel disposed to endorse the 
course which the British Govern¬ 
ment has taken to give effect tr 
French and Belgian desires— 
irrespective of the attitude 
which the British self-governing 
Dominions may adopt when tho 
two pacts are officially placed 


before their respective Parlia 
ments. But it is safe to say at 
this stage that if the new French 
Premier imagines for one mot 
ment that he will find Mr. Lloyd 
George ready to fall over his 
feet in s hurry to give a similar 
guarantee to Poland he is fore¬ 
doomed to disappointment. How¬ 
ever much the British Prime Min¬ 
ister may believe that German 
aggression in Poland is a possible 
menace to the future peace of 
Europe he will be sufficient of a 
politician to remember what hap¬ 
pened in Great Britain—particu¬ 
larly in the ranks of British 
Labor—when it was suggested 
that British troops and British 
arms should be sent to the new 
Republic for use against the 
“red” armies Of Russia. 

In. the last analysis the Allied 
nations have a sufficient hold 
upon Germany to keep her in her 
place for many a day to come 
without erecting any more of the 
old causes of international strife. 
No nation outside of the United 
States could afford to wage an¬ 
other war, or even to prepare 
for one, and the Republic to tho 
South would ditch the Jefferson¬ 
ian theory to help to keep 
Europe in order so that she 
would not be compelled to suffer 
from the inevitable backwash 
that warlike conditions impose. 
When it is all said and done 
there remains the argument in 
favor of international co-oper¬ 
ation such as the League of Na¬ 
tions as a working organization 
would bespeak. 

SALARY PARING. 

Penny wise and pound foolish 
is an adage of ancient vintage 
that loses none of its force or 
effect by reason of its antiquity. 
It should suggest an attitude of 
extreme caution to the City 
Conned in conducting its exam¬ 
ination of ways in which econ¬ 
omy may be exercised. Reduc¬ 
tion of salaries as a means of 
saving money requires merely 
ordinary imagination if imme¬ 
diate results are to be consid¬ 
ered the most effective palliative 
for the city’s financial ills. But 
every alderman must realize that 
the cost of administering the 
public business of the City of 
Victoria can be measured only 
by the value of services rendered. 
Incapacity is expensive at any 
price; but injustice to the faith¬ 
ful and efficient is a great deal 
more costly in the long run. Be¬ 
fore it commits itself to a salary 
reducing programme the City 
Council should provide itself 
with more information than it 
appears to have digested to date. 
It might well take pains to in¬ 
quire whether it would not be a 
good deal better to apply the or¬ 
dinary principles of business to 
the collection of municipal taxes. 
Running a grocery account Is 
limited to conditions. If those 
conditions arc broken the mer¬ 
chant has his remedy and the 
debtor pays the penalty. Would 
it not be better for the city to use 
its obvious prerogative rather 
than to reduce salaries which in 
many cases are no higher, and 
some instances less, than they 
were before the wBrt We think 
so. 

DR. WACE TO SPEAK. 

It is singularly gratifying to 
observe that the people of Vic¬ 
toria are to be provided with an 
opportunity to learn something 
of what is being done and what 
it is hoped to do for the disabled 
and tubereulons ex-service men. 
Through the enterprise of the 
Women’s Canadian Club of this 
city a public gathering of that 
organization has been arranged 
for to-morrow afternoon in order 
to enable Dr. Wace to deal with 
some of the problems which 
public philanthrophy is endeav¬ 
oring to solve. Under existing 
conditions many members of 
what may well be described aa 
Canada’s disabled legion arc pre 
vented from entering the com¬ 
petitive labor market and are 
compelled to rely upon the ac¬ 
tivities of the Red Cross for that 
measure of independence and 
support to which they have a 
right. Dr. Wace will give his 
audience some idea of what must 
be done in order that the handi¬ 
caps, under whieh so many tuber¬ 
culous and otherwise disabled ex- 
service men are obliged to labor, 
may be removed. 

OLD DIPLOMACY? 

It may not imply French sup¬ 
port for the revival of ancient 
diplomacy; but there is a sinister 
suggestion in Premier Poincare’s 
declaration that, “international 


questions henceforth will be set¬ 
tled, as heretofore, through am¬ 
bassadors.” In other words M. 
Briand’s successor regards the 
Allied Supreme Council as the 
wrong sort of an agency to be 
employed in the settlement of 
intricate problems of interna¬ 
tional importance. He declares 
that he would much prefer the 
old-fashioned dealings and the 
average individual will assume 
that French policy has no room 
for the atmosphere of mutual co¬ 
operation and trust in which the 
covenant of the League of Na¬ 
tions first saw the light of day. 
It is to be hoped that Mr. Lloyd 
George will give the warmest 
kind of support to the Genoa 
Conference in order that the 
pressing problems with which it 
will be called upon to deal may 
be placed before it in the proper 
spirit. In the meantime one 
wonders when France will have 
had enough of the “old-fash¬ 
ioned dealings.” 

NOTE AND COMMENT | 

Reeves of the three neighbor¬ 
ing municipalities may well be 
pardoned if they consider them¬ 
selves to be something in the na¬ 
ture of permanent fixtures. 

It is now suggested that Ger¬ 
many surrender any identified 
persons charged with war. of¬ 
fences for trial by the Allies.

SALARYCUT PLAN~ 

STARTS BIG STORM 

fCowtlaqed (we p«g« l.) 

The present City Engineer la paid 
a salary of 8300 a month, ot which 
Is added $50 a month to cover extra 
work which he has to do In super¬ 
vising the construction of the new 
Johnson Btreet Bridge. In 1914 Mr. 
Rust, the City Engineer, received 
$541 a month. The construction ot 
the Johnson Street Bridge not only 
has involved a great deal of work on 
the part of the Engineer, but also, it 
is pointed out, has increased his re¬ 
sponsibility greatly and his success 
in Installing the bridge foundation 
well within his original estimate, 
which waa much lower than the 
tenders of private contractors, has 
firmly established his reputation in 
the engineering world. 

The present City Solicitor receives 
$300 a month. In 1914 the solicitor 
received $458 a month. 

The City Comptroller, whose ad¬ 
vice has formel the basis of the city 
finance policy for years, receives 
$350 a month. The Comptroller re¬ 
ceived exactly that amount in 1914. 

The City Treasurer, who has 
charge of the collection of taxes, 
banking of money and so forth re¬ 
ceives $200 a month. This is the 
same salary which ho received In 
1914. 

The City Health Officer, who has 
complete charge of the Health arid 
Sanitary Departments receives 
$*.900 a year now. The health offi¬ 
cer's salary la 1914 waa $5,000 a 
year. 

The Electric Light Superintendent 
also is receiving the same salary as 
that paid in 1914. 

The salary of the City Clerk, $200 
a month. Is that which was In effect 
In 1914. In the Clerk's Department 
expenses have been cut down $1,000 
a year since 1914 by a decrease In the 
staff. 

Certain department heads who be¬ 
lieve that they coqld make more than 
their present solaria in private 
business are disgusted with the pro¬ 
posed salary reduction. It became 
knoqin to-day that they plan to offer 
their resignations to the Council if 
their salaries are reduced to any

They brought a large bag 
fuir of legal volumes. 

An argument as to why Reeve 
Watson should be considered elected 
was immediately started before the 
Premier and Attorney-General Far¬ 
ris. This was kept up until after 
noon, while other Ministers of the 
Cabinet paced up and down outside 
the Premier's office waiting to get 
Into the executive meeting to which 
they had been summoned earlier in 
the day. 

The Reeve and his solicitor refused 
to make any statement for publica¬ 
tion after they withdrew from tho 
Premier’s office this afternoon.

PIRATES PREY ON 
RUM SMUGGLERS 

Story Told by Man Following 
Return to Vancouver 

Vancouver. Jan. 16.—That pirates. 
pPeylng on rum smugglers operating 
out of this port, arc posing as 
United States officers, was the story 
told by Charles Boyes, on his return 
here Saturday minus his fast little 
motorboat, a valuable cargo of 
whisky and a substantial bankroll. 

Boyea had been playing a "lone 
hand” and running comparatively 
small cargoes to Puget Sound points 
but had decided to take a partner 
and wrote one “Omaha Whitey, then 
in Victoria, to Join the enterprise ln 
Vancouver a week or ao ago. 

"Whitey" arrived in Vancouver 
last Wednesday but found that 
Boyes was overdue from a trip com¬ 
menced on the previous Saturday. 
On Friday he received a wire from 
Boyes at Bellingham asking that he 
forward him funds as he was in 
trouble. 

The money was sent and on 
Saturday Boyes returned and told 
his story. 

With a cargo of fifty cases of 
liquor he was cautiously making for 
his landing place without showing 
any lights wheti he was suddenly 
overhauled by a \grger and faster 
boat, which was also without lights. 

"You are under arrest We are 
U. S. federal officers,” was the greet¬ 
ing of three men, who hoarded his 
boat with revolvers In hand. 

Took Money. 

Searching him, the supposed of¬ 
ficers relieved him of $ 2,100 carried 
for emergencies such as the one that 
confronted him. "We will take 
charge of this as It ls evidence," said 
his captors. 

Two men were left in charge of the 
boat and Boyes was compelled to 
board the larger craft. 

The smaller boat drew away. Then 
the larger cre.ft with Boyes stoutly 
remonstrating against the seizure of 
his bankroll, set Its course for Bel¬ 
lingham. 

Before reaching that place Boyes 
was landed and two of his captors 
placed him In an automobile and 
drove toward the town. He was In¬ 
formed that he was to be placed In 
Jail there to await trial. 

The outskirts of the city were 
reached and the car polled up. In¬ 
stead of being turned over to the 
officials, Boyes was ordered to leave 
the car and told to "beat It," the 
driver of the car throwing the engine 
, Into gear and disappearing ln the 
darkness. It was then that Boyes 
realized that he had been the victim 
of pirates and that his liquor cargo 
was probably safely landed and his 
captors receiving the profit from It. 

Careful Inquiries made in Bel¬ 
lingham and Puget Sound points 
failed to secure Information of his 
missing boat, and knowing that he 
could not appeal for aid to the 
American officials, he wired for 
funds and made the return trip to 
Vancouver.

2.30 p. m., Finance Com¬ 
mittee. and 4 p. m., Social Commit¬ 
tee. 

The general secretary reported that 
tho Christmas festivities passed off 
very happily, the girls assisting in 
decorating the house, which was most 
attractive. Holly and evergreens 
were donated by Mrs. Bishop, Mrs. 
Ch&ve, Mrs. Kennedy, Mrs. Plaskett, 
Mr. Losee and the Christmas tree by 
Mr. Gardiner, for which since thanks 
W'ere expressed.

Progress of the soldier settlers who 
are operating holdings on Vancouver 
Island under the Soldled^ Settlement 
Board Is told in the annual report, 
which has just reached The Times 
office from Ottawa. 

Up to March SI last the total num¬ 
ber of settlers to whom loans had 
been granted were 584, the amount of 
the loans being 12,896,814. Ninety- 
one have settled on privately owned 
lands, and 443 on purchased lands. 
The loan expenditure is divided as 
follows: Purchase of land 11,417,688, 
removal of encumberances $113,756, 
permanent improvements $371,730 
and stock and equipment $492,143. 
The statistics of unqualification are 
number of applicants qualified 947. 
disqualified 590, and 36 recommended 
for training. 

In view of the divergent views held 
with regard to the fair value of land 
on the Island for farming purposes. 
It is interesting to note that the 
average price per acre, exclusive of 
encumbrances, has been $70.88, and 
the average acreage of land pur¬ 
chased is set down at 48, the report, 
shows. 

Allusion Is made to the difficult 
season of 1920 as one of the prob¬ 
lems of the new settler. “The gen¬ 
eral progress." it is stated, “made by 
the soldier settlers on the whole has 
been excellent consider^ the fact 
that the large majority commenced 
their operations with a very small re¬ 
serve capital—in many cases this 
capital consisted practically of war 
gratuity.”

making proper use of It in the way of 
giving hfer children the proper cam, 
it has been found that no provision 
is made for the children. 

“The object of the Act was to pro¬ 
vide assistance for mothers wllh de¬ 
pendent children so that ihe moth- 
ers could care for the children in¬ 
stead of letting them run the streets 
I or hiring them out for a day or two 
i every week," Mr. Stevenson went on. 
"But the object of the Act is defeated 
when the pension is cut off, and the 
children are left stranded. At 
present there is no way of dealing 
with children after they are thrown 
out in this way by the Board.” 

Mr. Stevenson suggested that this 
part of the Board’s operations should 
be linked up with the superintendent 
of neglected children. 

Members of the delegation also 
proposed that before a mother's pen¬ 
sion is cut off the minister or priest 
who sponsored the pensioner when 
her application was made be notified 
in order to give him a chance to 
see whether he can remedy condi¬ 
tions in the home.

Frank Pulice, who through the ex* 
traordlnary will of tho late Franklin 
Rlah Roundy, old-time miner, became 
the beneficiary to the extent of about 
115,000, this morning told Mr. Justice 
Gregory in the Supreme Court how 
it came about that Roundy had so 
generously remembered him in pref- 
erence to the sister in Vermont, and 
other blood relations. 

Mr. Pulice did not reach the stage 
where his story will unfold Just how 
the will was made, but this will be 
brought out before he leaves the wit¬ 
ness stand. 

The Good Samaritan. 

This morning he related that ha 
first met Roundy in April, 1916. Pu¬ 
lice as a labor foreman had about 
fifty men at Alice Arm camped on 
ground owned by Roundy. Roundy 
was subject to cramps in the stom¬ 
ach, witness said, and one night he 
found the old man lying beside a log. 
He carried him to his cabin, and gave 
him some medicine. 

A few weeks later Pulice left Alice 
Arm and he did not see Roundy 
again until November, 1918. when 
they met on Government Street They 
met again before Christmas of that 
year, and Roundy gave witness $60 
to enjoy Christmas with. Witness 
invited Roundy to spend the holiday 
with him, but the Invitation was de¬ 
clined. He also tried to locate Roundy 
but did not succeed. He testified 
that Roundy had invited him to the 
latter's rooms in the Brunswick 
Hotel. 

Will Signed in Hospital. 

Witness saw Roundy only two op 
three times and then on inquiry 
found that he had been taken to the 
Jubilee Hospital, where the will was 
signed. The sister came out, but 
Pulice had taken Roundy to hie 
home, where it has been testified, he 
was paid $200 to furnish the room 
as well as $150 a month for the care 
given the deceased man. The eigter 
later took Roundy to Vermont, where 
he died. 

H. A. Maolean, K.C., for the rela¬ 
tives, claims that undue Influence 
was exercised and that testator was 
not responsible for his action. 

Dr. Roberta, who was medical 
superintendent at the hospital at the 
time Roundy was treated there, to¬ 
gether with Dr. Barrett, his medical 
attendant, will give evidence in the 
case. 

A. J. Paton is appearing * for tho 
defendant Pulice. against whom the 
sister brought action, and O. O. Mc- 
Oeer is appearing for the Standard 
Trust Company, executors.

The Dominion Government is now 
completing the big new salmon dock 
at Prince Rupert. Mr. Pattullo said, 
and the Provincial Government har 
work well advanced on the new court 
house. 

Mr. Pattullo went as far East along 
the Grand Trunk Pacific as Prince 
George. At Terrace he addressed 
two special meetings. 

At Prince Oeorge he interviewed II. 
O. Perry, Liberal member for Fort 
George. He found that Mr. Perry 
will likely attend the conference of 
Liberal members in Victoria on 
January 23.

That Victoria possesses all the 
natural advantages to make it a gTeat 
tourist, industrial and agricultural 
centre was the contention of Hon. 8. 
F. Tolmie, M.P., in an address be¬ 
fore the Gyro Club at its luncheon 
to-day. In order that the city might 
achieve the position it really de¬ 
served, the doctor added, however, 
that the community service clubs of 
Victoria should get together, formu¬ 
late a plan which would bring about 
the desired results and then press the 
programme with a perseverance 
which could not be denied.

Aerial Tram. 

A Rlblet standard aerial tram line 
has been built from the mine to the 
Stewart dock, with a length of 11V4 
miles.

During the year, In spite of every 
conceivable difficulty, from snow 
slides to washouts, some 6,000 tons 
of ore and concentrates were shipped 
to the Tacoma smelter, in addition to 
some $ 200,000 worth of precipitates 
from the cyanide plant

or wagon, a distance of about 15, 
miles, in the face of tremendous 
physical difficulties in the way of 
snow slides, floods and mud for miles 
hub deep, very great credit is due 1 
the management of the property.
